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Tate & board 
agree to four 
more years 


Vote was 3-0 with one member abstaining

The Powell County School 
Board got off to a slim start. 
The board swore in a new 
member and is one member 
down. But they did manage 
to complete some business 
including renewing the con¬ 
tract of the superintendent 
for four more years. 

Just before the meeting 
started Mendel Tipton was 
sworn in as a new board 
member. Tipton beat the 
incumbent Martin Burton 
easily in the November elec¬ 
tion. He also beat a chal¬ 
lenge from former Stanton 
City Council member Jenelle 
Brewer to rejoin the board. 
Tipton had served 12 years 
before losing an election in 
2008. 

After approving the con¬ 
sent agenda items, which 
included setting up a second 
meeting each month for the 
board to be held on the fourth 
Monday of each month. They 
already meet on the second 
Monday of each month. The 
first meeting will be held at 
the high school cafeteria and 
the second will be held at 
the different schools at least 
once. The board moved on 
to the more serious business 
dealing with the superinten¬ 


dent’s contract.. 

The board went into a 
closed session near the end 
of the meeting and met for 
one hour. Upon coming out 
of the closed session, the 
board put the new contract 
for Superintendent Mike Tate 
to a vote. 

The four year contract has a 
beginning salary of $121,000. 
That amount reflects the two 
percent all school employees 
statewide will receive as part 
of a statewide mandate. That 
amount can change based on 
merit and evaluations. He 
would also be eligible for any 
raises granted district wide 
to all staff and employees of 
the district. Tate has been the 
superintendent for the school 
system since 2011. 

As part of the 240 day per 
year contract, Tate will now 
receive 15 vacation days the 
first year and 20 vacation days 
per year after that. Up until 
this contract it is not believed 
that vacation days were part 
of his previous contract and 
reportedly he has not taken 
any vacation time during the 
contract time frame. He is 
also entitled to 12 sick days 
and three personal days, 
which can be accumulated 
without limitations.

New fiscal court looking at possible culvert ordinance

The Powell County Fiscal 
Court opened the new year 
with a new look and some 
big ideas. One of which could 
impact the jail and another 
that could cover what size of 
culvert has to be used when 
connecting a road or drive¬ 
way to a county road. 

The meeting opened 
with new magistrates Mike 
Lockard, Kenneth “Goat” Rice 
and Timmy Tipton attending, 
along with the only returning 


magistrate, Donna Gabbard. 
Keith Hall, who was elected, 
had to miss the meting due 
to a job related training ses¬ 
sion. The meeting ended up 
lasting over two hours as they 
listened to several issues. 

The first big issue was a 
proposal by Powell County 
jailer Travis Crabtree. The 
county has been looking at 
refinancing the debt that is 
still owed on the jail facility 
and Crabtree thought it may 
be a good time to look at a 
possible expansion, then tie 
the two together. The jail has 


been filling up quite often in 
recent years and the coun¬ 
ty often times has to house 
inmates in the regional jail in 
Montgomery County. 

Crabtree asked the mag¬ 
istrates to approve a plan to 
seek design and construc¬ 
tion proposals, while doing a 
study to see if the expansion 
is feasible for the county. The 
county could add about 100 
beds to the facility and look 
more like a regionalized jail. 
That would enable the jail 
to enter into contracts with 
other counties to house their 


prisoners in Powell County. 
That could generate some 
revenue to help with the debt 
and other costs if an expan¬ 
sion were to take place. 

“Will local banks have a 
chance to bid for the refi¬ 
nancing,” Magistrate Mike 
Lockard asked. Crabtree 
had R.J. Palmer from Ross 
Sinclaire and Associates, a 
company that helps with 
financial issues, at the meet¬ 
ing. Palmer assured Lockard 
that local banks would be 
able to bid as well. 

“There are some changes 


coming to the jails and how 
things have to be,” Powell 
County Judge Executive 
James Anderson told the 
magistrates and the crowd. 
Some of those changes deal 
with lighting issues and how 
the doors need to operate. 

The request passed with a 
5-0 vote. 

The other big issue 
revolved around culverts. 
Citing that runoff from rains 
have become a problem in 
some areas of the county,

One change that was 
notable was mileage. Tate 
was being paid mileage for 
school related trips inside 
Powell County, such as vis¬ 
iting the various schools for 
school business. However, 
under the new contract he 
will not receive that any¬ 
more. He will be paid mi¬ 
lage for attending meetings 
and conferences outside 
of Powell County that deal 
with school related busi¬ 
ness. 

The vote for the contract 
renewal was 3-0, with Da¬ 
vid Griffin, Diann Mead¬ 
ows and Evelyn Faulkner 
approving it. Tipton did not 
vote and Griffin explained 
that Tipton was abstaining. 

Tipton said he abstained 
because he did not have 
enough information about 
Tate to make a decision. 
Tipton was apparently not 
given any evaluations or 
other materials by the board 
prior to the meeting. 

“He has never worked 
for me one day and I had 
nothing to look over to see 
if a contract extension was 
warranted,” Tipton said. “I 
did express my feelings and 
my concerns about things I 
have been told and I believe 
everyone knows where I 
stand.” 

Tipton would not elabo¬ 
rate on those concerns. 

The board is one mem¬ 
ber short as Donald Curtis 
moved out of his district 
and had to resign his po¬ 
sition at the beginning of 
this month. The Times is 
waiting for a copy of the 
resignation letter, but it will 
now be up to the Kentucky 
Department of Education 
to help appoint someone to 
the open position. 

When the meeting began 
the board voted to follow 
the pattern and elected Da¬ 
vid Griffin as the chairman 
for 2015. Diann Mead¬ 
ows was elected as the vice 


chairperson for the same 
year. The board then voted 
to rename Ann Bishop to 
the post of board treasurer 
and Julie Clark to her post 
as board secretary. 

The board listened as 
Debbi Rose explained the 
Migrant and ESL programs. 
The program writes for and 
receives grants to help mi¬ 
grant students and those 
students up to the age of 
22 who are considered “out 
of school youth” (OSY). 
This year the school system 
has eight preschool mi¬ 
grant students, two home 
schooled, one OSY and 31 
students in grades K-12. 

Mariam Todd spoke to 
the board during the di¬ 
alogue session about the 
Title I program and the al¬ 
lotment each elementary 
school received. The total 
budget for the 2014-2015 
school year for the program 
is $1,105,186 which is down 
$25,283 from last school 
year. Of that money one 
percent is used for parent 
involvement and 95 percent 


of that amount goes out to 
the schools. 

Clay City Elementary re¬ 
ceived $383,756 for the Ti¬ 
tle I Program and used the 
money to fund six teachers 
and one aide. Bowen used 
their $191,878 for three 
teachers and Stanton Ele¬ 
mentary used their allot¬ 
ment of $207,907 for three 
teachers. Anything left over 
is considered spendable 
monies the schools can use 
for Title I. 

Food Service Coordina¬ 
tor Laura Young spoke to 
the board about the pro¬ 
gram and how it seems to 
be working. This year every 
student receives free lunch. 
She said she had noticed 
there is not as much waste 
as well. The big part of her 
program is following the 
federal guidelines dealing 
with “color of vegetables.” 
That program recommends 
a variety of many different 
color of vegetables to make 
the meals healthful. 


Rescue Squads combine to help save a pet 

When first responders get a call to the 
Red River Gorge, they usually expect to 
have to rescue someone who may have fall¬ 
en off a cliff or someone who is lost. But last 
weekend, it was not a someone, but a pet. 

The Wolfe County Search and Rescue 
Squad responded to a call that a dog had 
fallen over a cliff last Sunday morning. The 
owner of the dog said the pet had fallen 
over a cliff in the Pine Ridge area. 

Wolfe County officials called in neigh¬ 
boring Powell County’s Search and Rescue 
Squad to assist in rescuing the dog. 

The dog was found on a cliff that was 
roughly two feet wide and around 20 feet 
down the side of the hill, according to 
sources at the scene. 

The rescue teams had to harness a res¬ 
cuer so they could lower him down to the 
ledge. He was then able to harness the dog 
and bring him back to safety. 

Rescuers say that other than being tired 
and hungry, man’s best friend was not in¬ 
jured.

especially during the 
colder months when it can 
turn to ice, Magistrate Tim¬ 
my Tipton asked if there 
could be an ordinance 
passed to place a minimum 
size for culverts used. 

The problem seems to 
come from new roads or 
driveways connecting to 
county roads. The culverts 
are suggested to be 12 
inch pipes, but due to cost 
some have placed smaller 
ones. They cannot handle 
the runoff and it creates an 
overflow situation. 

“It is becoming a safety 
hazard for school buses and 
even mail carriers, as well 
for the people doing main¬ 
tenance on the roads,” Tip- 
ton said. 

Tipton's proposal for an 
ordinance would ask that 
those wanting to place a 
culvert that may affect a 
county road would be re¬ 
quired to seek a permit 
from the county. 

“It’s not about having a 
permit to make money, but 
taking care of safety haz¬ 
ards,” Tipton added. 


After some discussion 
with Powell County Attor¬ 
ney Robert King, a pro¬ 
posed ordinance will be 
ready for a first reading at 
next month’s meeting. That 
meeting is slated for Feb. 
10 . 

The magistrates approved 
the budgets for both the 
Powell County Clerk Office 
and Powell County Sheriff's 
Office. That also included 
their salary caps for their 
offices. 

The county clerk's bud¬ 
get estimates that they 
will receive $2,547,500 in 
revenue, while disbursing 
$2,547,350. That would 
leave an excess in fees col¬ 
lected of $4,150. The salary 
cap reflected that, from the 
fees collected the clerk's 
office would disburse 
$242,950 in salaries, the 
clerks expense allowance 
($3,600) and employee's 
bonds. The payment of 
$89,500 in employee's ben¬ 
efits like insurance, retire¬ 
ment and social security as 
well as training fringe ben¬ 
efits was also listed. 

The county clerk's office 
returns excess fees to the 
county. The office basically 
pays for itself. 

The sheriff's budget esti¬ 


mates to take in $453,950 
in revenues and will dis¬ 
burse all of that. That bud¬ 
get reflects the amount of 
$250,00 in salaries. There is 
also $22,500 listed to help 
cover overtime and the 
training required each year 
for the sheriff and deputies. 
The budget also shows the 
office is paying $36,000 on 
vehicles for the department. 

The county pays for two 
deputies and according to 
Sheriff Danny Rogers, he 
does not ask the county 
for anything. The depart¬ 
ment tries to cover what is 
needed from the fees they 
collect. 

Both budgets passed with 
unanimous votes. 

The magistrates also vot¬ 
ed to purchase some new 
cabinets to replace file cab¬ 
inets that do not lock. Ac¬ 
cording to Anderson the 
space is full and the cabi¬ 
nets hold sensitive employ¬ 
ee information. The vote 
was 5-0. 

The magistrates also vot¬ 
ed to buy a mini excavator 
for the county road de¬ 
partment. The vehicle will 
be purchased from Wilson 
Equipment Company for 
$19,900. That was also a 
unanimous vote.

The only vote that was 
not unanimous was to ap¬ 
prove the county holiday 
schedule as written. Tipton 
had a question about every 
county employee getting 
Fair Day off. 

“It seem that its not fair if 
the ambulance service and 
jail has to run three shifts, 
they run 24/7,” he stated. 
“Maybe if someone wanted 
to take the day off we allow 
them to use a personal day.” 

Anderson said he could 
see Tipton's logic. But Gab¬ 
bard made a motion to ac¬ 
cept it as written, which was 


seconded by Anderson. The 
vote passed with Lockard, 
Anderson, Gabbard and 
Rice approving it and Tip- 
ton voting no. 

The magistrates also ap¬ 
proved the employee ap¬ 
pointments. That is basi¬ 
cally a formality where the 
magistrates agree that each 
employee is hired for their 
position. That too was a 5-0 
vote. 

In other actions the 
county voted to approve 
the Rural Road Second¬ 
ary Recommendations 
for the 2015-2016 period. 


Of those road improve¬ 
ments, which is the resur¬ 
facing of the roads, Old 
Clay City-Stanton Road, 
parts of Cane Creek Road, 
North Bend Road and Clay 
City-Vaughns Mill-Furnace 
Road were recommend¬ 
ed. The total cost will be 
$532,989. The county re¬ 
ceives money from the state 
and especially from revenue 
generated from the state's 
gas tax, to help fund such 
projects. 

The magistrates voted 5-0 
to accept the recommenda¬ 
tions.

My mailbox has been 
busting at the seams this 
past month with garden 
catalogs. These catalogs are 
sent to us this month to 
tease and taunt us as any¬ 
one with their right mind 
would want to be picking 
pretty flowers and eating 
fresh sweet corn about now. 
I suppose it does not hurt 
to day dream, but it seems 
a little cruel to be sent these 
beautiful pictures of these 
beautiful plants here in the 
middle of winter! 

If you do decide to start 
shopping on the internet or 
by mail, be prepared! Seed 
costs for some reason have 
skyrocketed in some cata¬ 
logs. It will be hard to find 
garden seeds in catalogs 
under $2 per pack this year. 
Most seem to be $2.49- 
$3.99 per pack of seed, and 
for most these packs may 
contain 20 seeds or less, 
especially when you start 
thinking about seeds like 
tomato and peppers. 

Also a word for the wise, 
make sure to shop around. 
One case in point, last yea,. 
I set out to find Bodacious 
sweet corn seed. I could only 
find the variety I wanted in 
Gurney’s and Henry Fields 
catalogs and their price was 
$17.99 for a half pound of 


seed! After falling out of 
my chair, I picked myself up 
and started looking for oth¬ 
er catalogs. Finally I found 
Bodacious corn offered in 
the R.H. Shumway’s Illus¬ 
trated Garden Guide for a 
price of $17.95 per pound 
on page 21. I guess the dif¬ 
ference in this would be you 
have to pay more for the 
pretty color glossy catalogs. 
To me Bodacious is Boda¬ 
cious, no matter what your 
catalog looks like. Long sto¬ 
ry short, shop around and 
compare prices. 

Other things to note 
when ordering garden seeds 
this month: 

Consider the company. 
Buy from a company you 
have heard of before. May¬ 
be your neighbors or Farm¬ 
er’s market friends have had 
good success with another 
company. Don’t be afraid 
to try new companies that 
may not spend thousands 
on slick covered catalogs 
and hundreds of ads in farm 
magazines. 

Read descriptions careful¬ 
ly. Make sure what you are 
ordering is what you want. 
Check hardiness zones (we 
are in zone 6). Don’t order 
something which won’t 
grow here. Check days to 
maturity, size and color of 
fruit. Do you really want 
yellow watermelons or will 
you have enough time to 
plant 120 day corn? 

Check the Substitution 
and Guarantee policy. If you 
want a certain variety, make 
sure you let them know you 
do not want any substitu¬ 


tions. Do they guarantee 
their seeds, if not, why not? 

Always make a copy of 
your order. This will give 
you the company name, 
address, website and phone 
numberyoumayneedtocall 
in case there is a problem 
with your order. Complete 
the order form accurately 
with a correct mailing, de¬ 
liverable address, not a post 
office box. Check and dou¬ 
ble check your arithmetic to 
make sure you sent enough 
money by check. You will 
experience a delay in pro¬ 
cessing if you don’t send 
enough money. 

Note the shipment Date. 
It is certainly time to order 
seeds, there may even be 
discounts or special cou¬ 
pons for those ordering in 
a few days. Don’t however 
order plants yet, or at least 
make sure the company will 
not send plants yet. Where 
would you plant a tree in 
your yard this month, or 
how long will candy onions 
keep in your refrigerator 


crisper? Most companies 
will send plants at proper 
planting times, but make 
sure before ordering these. 

Things to avoid. There 
are lots of beautiful plants 
out there and the cata¬ 
logs make them look even 
more beautiful but some I 
have encountered over the 
year, and will avoid this 
year include: Everbearing 
strawberries-never give you 
enough for a decent pie at 
one time; Topsy Turvy to¬ 
mato Planters-save your 
money and cut a hole in 
a FREE five gallon buck- 
et-it will be the same. The 
same may go for Black to¬ 
matoes , Yellow Watermel¬ 
ons and white cucumbers. 
Some things should not be 
changed, but everybody is 
different. Make sure you 
like these things before 
spending valuable time, 
space and money on them 
for your home or garden. 

Stop by the Extension 
Office and check out even 
more catalogs. I have placed 


most of my orders now and 
would be happy to share 
them with local gardeners. 
Good luck with your gar¬ 
den plans for 2015. 

What About Last Year’s 
Seeds? 

You maybe going through 
those garden catalogs now 
and saying “Whew, these 
seeds sure are expensive!” 
In some cases, especially 
if you have seeds left over 
from last year, most of them 
can be used in 2015 with ex¬ 
cellent results. Most vegeta¬ 
ble seeds remain viable for 
three years or more when 
stored properly. A few veg¬ 
etables such as sweet corn, 
onion and spinach should 
be purchased every year, as 
their viability is not as good 
as many other vegetables. 

If you are keeping seeds 
from one year to the next, 
try to keep them as dry as 
possible. Enclosing them 
in a glass gar or plastic food 
storage bag is best. This 
will keep all the seeds dry 
and protect against insects 
like weevil. Check seeds 
periodically to make sure 
there is no mold. Discard 
any damaged or decayed 
seed. Although refrigera¬ 
tion is not necessary, keep¬ 
ing seeds as cool as possible, 
but not freezing, will also 
prolong their life. 

Ifyou want to use left-over 
seeds this year and don’t 
know how well they will 
do, use the procedure called 
the rag-doll test. Wrap 10 
seeds of each seed packet 
in question in a moist pa¬ 


per towel. Roll the seeds 
in the towel and place in a 
zip-lock bag and seal. Label 
each bag with date and seed 
variety or type and place in 
a warm area of your home. 
Most seeds that are going to 
germinate will do so with¬ 
in a week to ten days after 
placing them in the rag- 
doll. After those ten days, 
evaluate your seeds and 
determine how many actu¬ 
ally sprouted. If 7 sprouted, 
then your germination rate 
is 70%. If your germination 
rate is lower than 30%, then 
these seeds should be dis¬ 
carded.

This time of year, you 
may get a cold. When you 
have a cold you may have 
trouble breathing through 
the nose, may have a low 
fever(typically between 
100 and 101 degrees F) 
and may have a cough. 

What is a cold? 

A cold is an infection 
that usually affects the 
nose, throat and sinuses. It 
is a virus that gets into the 
body and makes a person 
sick. There are more than 
200 kinds of viruses that 
can cause a cold. Thank¬ 
fully, the body is able to 
fight the cold virus with the 
immune system. However, 
it may take the body a few 
days to fight it off. A cold 
usually lasts between 7 and 
10 days. 

How do I get a cold? 

When another person 
coughs or sneezes, he or 
she puts tiny droplets from 
their nose into the air. 
Once those droplets are in 
the air, if they are breathed, 
the person can get the cold 
virus. The virus can also 
spread if a person touches 
their eyes, nose or mouth 
after touching something 
with the cold virus on it. 
Things touched everyday 
may have the cold virus on 
them, including door han¬ 
dles and light switches . It 
is very important to wash 
your hands often. 

Once a person picks up 
the cold virus, it usual¬ 
ly takes 2 to 3 days before 
they start showing signs of 
a cold. 

Some of the signs you 


have a cold include: 

• Low fever ( usually 
100-101-degrees F) 

• Feeling cold (you may 
even shiver) 

• Sore throat 

• Sneezing or having a 
runny nose and watery eyes 

• A cough 

• Feeling tired and not 
hungry 

• Stuffy nose and find it 
hard to breath 

If you do not feel well and 
you suspect a cold, here are 
some ways you can help feel 
better: 

Chicken soup does help! 
The hot soup can help less¬ 
en coughs and make sore 
throats feel better. It can 
also help with a stuffy nose. 
In fact, not only hot soup 
but any hot drink can ease 
coughs and sore throats. 

Get steamy. A hot show¬ 
er with lots of steam can 
help stuffy noses. Humid¬ 
ifiers that put a cool mist in 
the air can help relieve sore 
throats and stuffy noses. 

Be Healthy. Remember 
that the body is working to 
get rid of the virus. Make 
sure you eat a balanced diet 
and get lots of rest. 

Clear out the nose. 
Blowing your nose is the 
best way to get rid of the 
stuffiness that happens 


during a cold. Also, make 
sure you wash your hands 
after blowing. 

Rest. Take a nap if you 
are home from work or 
make sure that you get to 
bed a little earlier. 

Colds are no fun for any¬ 
one.

“I only go to the dentist 
when I absolutely have to!” 

“It’s not hurting, so why 
does it need to be fixed?” 

“Going to the dentist costs 
too much money!” 

“I hate going to the den¬ 
tist!” 

These types of state¬ 
ments come in many va¬ 
rieties. I’ve heard them 
range from sincere to 
downright insulting. No 
matter the wording, an 
unfortunate and common 
thought process is reflected 
in these statements which 
exist in the minds of lots of 
folks. These patients often 
pursue episodic dental care 
(only going to the dentist 
when an Episode of pain 
surfaces or when a tooth 
breaks). 

Many people can relate 
to the pain and agony that 
is associated with an in¬ 
tense tooth ache. Still oth¬ 
ers have experienced the 
inconvenience of a front 
tooth breaking right before 
a wedding or before family 
portraits, etc. While true 
dental emergencies Do 
happen, there is a huge per¬ 
centage of these incidents 
that could be avoided with 
a responsible, proactive ap¬ 
proach to dental care. 

Oral disease can be di¬ 
vided into three categories: 
Tooth Decay (Cavities), 
Periodontal Disease (Gum 
Disease), and Occlusal 
Disease (Bite-related dis¬ 
ease). Although these con¬ 
ditions have aspects that are 
different from one anoth¬ 
er, they’re all considered to 
be Oral Disease. The threat 
of any type of oral disease is 
that it will continue to ad¬ 
vance if it is left untreated! 

Tooth Decay: Probably 
the most common thing 
that comes to mind when 
people think about dental 
problems. Made worse by 


a diet high in refined sugars 
(candy, soft drinks). Cavi¬ 
ties can start in the deep pits 
and fissures of teeth even 
in the presence of a good 
diet. Detectable by regular 
dental visits. Treatable by 
careful removal of decayed 
tooth structure and replace¬ 
ment with appropriate fill¬ 
ing material. Preventable 
by regular checkups, good 
home care and proper diet. 

Periodontal Disease: 
Destructive disease pro¬ 
cess of the gums and jaw 
bones. If neglected long 
enough, teeth will become 
mobile to the point of need¬ 
ing to be extracted. Studies 
have shown that this infec¬ 
tion can spread through the 
blood stream to affect the 
heart and other systems in 
the body. Treatable through 
different types of cleaning 
approaches (deep cleaning, 
scaling, etc), but possible 
need to refer to specialist 
for treatment. Preventable 
by regular dental hygiene 
visits and good home care. 

Occlusal Disease: Oral 
disease that shows itself 
by progressive wear, chip¬ 
ping, and breaking of 
teeth. Symptoms also in¬ 
clude popping, clicking, 
and/or pain in the jaw joints 
(TMJs). Headaches may or 
may not be present. Dif¬ 
ficulty can range from a 
minor inconvenience to 
life-altering pain. Treatable 
through careful evaluation 
and diagnosis, often using 
a series of detailed records 
to determine the ideal treat¬ 
ment, which might consist 
of a bite guard appliance 
or other tooth altering pro¬ 
cedures to help achieve a 


more balanced bite. 

While true dental emer¬ 
gencies can arise unexpect¬ 
edly and can be unpredict¬ 
able, a larger percentage of 
so-called dental emergen¬ 
cies can be prevented if a 
proactive, responsible ap¬ 
proach to dental care is tak¬ 
en by everyone. This can 
bring a sense of comfort to 
the mind by eliminating the 
mystery of what might be 
lurking below the surface, 
waiting to show itself in the 
form of pain or a broken 
tooth.
